IClaiml 

)ocument 1 [JP, 2001-21481 1, A (NHGATA ENGINEERING CO., LTD.), 10 August 2001] and 
document 2 [Microfilm of the specification and drawings annexed to the written application of 
Japanese Utility Model Application No. 144251/1982 (Laid-open No. 47388/1984) (NISSAN DIESEL 
MOTOR CO., LTD.), 29 March 1984] describe a fuel feed device for a gas engine that utilizes a 
negative pressure generated in the intake port in an intake stroke to supply fuel gas to inside the intake 
■port. 

The subject matter of claim 1 is not novel on account of the aforesaid documents 1 and 2 cited in the 
ISR. 

|Claim2 

)ocument 3 [JP, 2001-3774, A (TOKYO GAS CO., LTD.), 09 January 2001] describes a fuel feed 
device for a gas engine that is provided with an adjustment means for adjusting the fuel gas supply 
timing per one cycle so as constrain the number of engine revolutions to within a predetermined range 

The subject matter of claim 2 does not involve an inventive step on account of the aforesaid 
documents 1, 2, and 3 cited in the ISR. Employing the structure described in document 3 in the fuel 
feed device described in document 1 or 2 could easily be conceived by a person skilled in the art. 

Claim 3 

Document 4 [JP, 9-250401, A (NIPPON CARBURETER CO., LTD.), 22 September 1997] describes 
a fuel feed device for a gas engine that is provided with a switching means for switching a regulator's 
pressure balance line and making it communicate with either the inside of an intake channel or the 
atmosphere; when starting, the aforesaid pressure balance line is made to communicate with the inside 
of the intake channel by the switching means. 

The subject matter of claim 3 does not involve an inventive step on account of the aforesaid 
documents 1, 2 and 4 cited in the ISR. Employing the structure described in document 4 in the fuel 
feed device described in document 1 or 2 could easily be conceived by a person skilled in the art. 
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
